Alternative education 
lists tentative classes

The Academic Senate voted to allow 
credit to be given for alternative educa- 
tion classes, pending administrative ap- 
proval of their action. The classes would 
be graded ona pass-fail, sliding scale of 
1 to 3 units basis, depending on the 
instructor. 

To allow students who wish to take 
alternative education classes in place of 
regualr classes, the drop deadline has been 
extended to Friday, May 22 at 5 p.m 
Dropped classes will not appear on student 
records and penalty fees have been waived. 

Enrollment in alternative classes 1S 
done using normal petition procedures. 
For more information stop by the Admin- 
istration 217 or call ext. 6654.

As of press time Thursday, Dr. Otto 
Butz, acting president of SSC, had not 
officially received the recommendations 
from the Academic Senate meeting Wed- 
nesday afternoon and was unable 10 tell 
the Hornet if alternate classes were ac- 
credited. He had received, however, a 
message from the chancellor's office sug - 
gesting he approve nothing until he 
receives a directive from them. Butz, 
who is remaining neutral until final details 
are worked out, said he will try to facili- 
tate the alternative college recommenda- 
tions if he has any leeway at all. 


Action items at the Senate meetings 
this week included: 


1) In conjunction with the extension of 
the drop period to May 22, students who 
have dropped courses with assigned WU’s 
up to May 10, as well as those with- 
drawing in the intervening period (May 
10 to May 22), automatically shall have 
the WU converted to a drop and regis- 
tration in the course will not appear on 
the student’s record. Carried. 

2) The Academic Senate recommends 
to the faculty that grades of EU and WU 
not be utilized for this semester. Carried. 

3) In cases when an individual student 
and instructor agree that the individual 
student should temporarily discontinue 
current coursework, we recommend that 
together they pianthe completion of course 
requirements during the summer or 
coming fall semester and that an end- 
of-semester grade of ES be issued in June. 
(ES is incomplete satisfactory having no 
effect on grade point average). Since the 
ES grade has no effect on grade point 


average, students who do not or cannot 
complete the course do not incur penalty. 
Carried. 

4) The Academic Senate endorses the 
“Alternative Education Project.’’ The 
Senate desires to increase the course 
options available to the students and to 
demonstrate that the system can respond 
to the needs of the student. It is recom- 
mended that students be allowed to obtain 
credit, through normal petition pro- 
cedures, for alternative educational ac- 
tivities by enrolling in only one section 
of ID196 (Alternative Educational Project) 
for variable credit of 1-3 units with the 
approval ofa faculty member, to be granted 
on a pass-fail basis. Carried. 

5) Ht is recommended that any re- 
structuring of course material under- 
taken to achieve alternative goals should 
be done with the agreement of class 
members with adequate provision made (by 
instructor and/or department) to protect 
the interests of any student who objects to 
the restructuring. Inthis connection, itis 
further recommended that departments be 
instructed to undertake the responsibility 
of providing appropriate instruction, if 
requested by students, in those courses 
where the original instructor decides to 
redefine his academic and regularly 
scheduled professional obligations. Car- 
ried. 

In other but related action, the Aca- 
demic Council of the School of Arts and 
Sciences unanimously voted to endorse 
and support the concept of the Alterna- 
tive Education Project and recommended 
that the faculty of Arts and Sciences also 
support it

Otto Butz which directed that ‘‘all classes 
are to be resumed and conducted as 
scheduled and all faculty members are 
expected to meet their scheduled assign- 
ments. Modifications of requirements in 
courses currently offered must be ar- 
ranged by mutual consent of the individual 
student and instructor.” 

The vote, which totalled 302 to 45, 
was taken as part of a three-question 
ballot directed by the SSC Academic 
Senate to members of the faculty on 
Monday. 

The ballot, which was responded to by 
just under 50 per cent of the 715 full- 
time members at SSC, also revealed that 
less than one-third of the faculty support 
U.S. Policy in Southeast Asia. 

SSC faculty members also opposed the 
idea that Sacramento State should act as an 
institution to change U.S. policy in South- 
east Asia. The vote on this question was 
136 to 208.

Young people must make 
freedom victory work 


Believers in freedom of speech and the right to petition 
the government will have to go a long way to find a more 
concerned and energetic citizen than 90-year-old Robert 
H. Simpson. 

Persisting in his belief that ‘‘the people are sovereign 
and must be heard,’’ Simpson challenged the constitutional ity 
of a 1969 law, aimed directly at him, which banned picketing 
in the State Capitol. 

Judge Sheldon H. Grossfeld dismissed the case against 
Simspon, saying the portion of the law which read: ‘“‘no 
person shall willfully and knowingly picket in the State 
Capitol’ violated freedom of speech under the first and 
fourteenth amendments to the Constitution. 

In an interview in the Hornet office, Simpson, arrested 
20 times while insisting on his right asa private citizen to be 
heard, said, ‘This has been a rare victory, now it is up 
to you young people to make this work.”

Common citizens 
pay for the war 


There is a war over there, not the ‘‘bang-bang you're dead”’ type 
of stuff like in a child’s game, but the real thing. Bloodshed every 
day, lives lost on both sides, violence at its finest. The shattered 
bodies of once proud men distorted into lifeless hulks of matter — 
FOR WHAT CAUSE? 

The symbolic battle cry of the leaders sitting cozy at home or in 
offices in Washington, D.C., is FREEDOM AND DEMOCRACY. Raising 
the taxes and the draft call almost simultaneously pay for this ag- 
gressive progression of democracy, which is war, declared or un- 
declared, in any way you try to define it. 

Those who really pay for the ‘‘war’’ are the common citizens who 
not only hit in their pocket book by the rise in taxes, (not so much in 
the rise in taxes, but how the money is being spent for defense purposes 
at home), but even more serious is the strike at the individual family 
structure of America. 

When the young men turn 18 they are faced with questions which 
weigh heavily on their shoulders, minds and souls: join the military 
establishment and be socialized to kill; sit back and try to continue 
life and wait for their turn at the draft; go into exile and leave their 
families and country in order to stand up for their convictions of 
non violence; or finally, go to prison to wait out the penalty which a 
judge in this democracy places upon him — a judge who in his call 
of duty in the defense of democracy judges the value of another man’s 
soul and convictions in place of God. In prison a young man is placed 
in confinement with some of society's worst murderers, socialized 
criminals and deviates from society. The young men wait out their 
sentences and then are expected to come back to the outside the same 
non militant youths that went in, and have no stigma attached to their 
lives. Ail this causes the youth of America to grow old and tired 
before their time

MILITARY DEFERMENT 

Then there are those who in some way are awarded that wonderful 
title from their merciful draft board — a military deferment. These 
young men bear the guilt in the back of their minds for their so-called 
freedom from violence, while their brothers and friends either go off 
to kill or be killed. One of the mind, soul or heart burdening al- 
ternatives mentioned previously can, however, be just as heavy a guilt 
as killing against one’s convictions. 

Yes, a ‘“‘war’’ it is called. If it were really war, couldn't it be 
solved with a much swifter solution? No. We can't wage an all-out 
war as it would endanger the country on the whole, including the 
economic-industrialized complex which has combined with the military 
establishment and the government (which we, the people, elected) 
Yet, it is said we can't pull out and lose our proud image and spirit 
of democracy. 

The war continues to kill. More violence and unnecessary deaths 
result. Thus, the youth of America is becoming demoralized secing 
all this and is questioning the value of life, especially life under 
American democracy as it is now being practiced. 

The most virtuous thing that | can think of is to get out of the 
business of war and try to bring some meaning back into the lives of 
the people of this country and bring some faith back into the demo- 
cratic system, the system under which we were born. This lingering 
war in Southeast Asia is causing suffering for humanity on the whole 
Peace talks are discontinued or disrupted to the point of no communi- 
cation on either side If Nixon were really interested in Peace and 
ending the war, he would have appointed someone to take Henry 
Cabot
